The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The 
pegylation (the covalent addition of polyethylene glycol) of peptides and proteins is well 
known in the art and the benefits to such pegylation are also well known as argued in 
the previous office actions. The pegylation of the T20 polypeptide through the use of 
the linker between the T20 peptide and the polyethylene glycol is not suggested nor 
explicitly taught in the prior art. Therefore, the pegylated T20 peptide of Formula I and 
Formula III is novel.
